This Southern Conventien is the result of various influ~
ences. The great advances muds by the Northera States
in pi ing their inl imtereats, by railroads snd
inland navigation, have aroused the jealousy of the souih-
ern States, which, equally favored by nature as the Norih,
in everythiog that tends to produce wealth, are yet, in
srtificial nids, far behind the north. While the Sogik
bas been dormant, the North has been busily st
wotk, threading her entire domain with railroads,
aud, by this means, withdrawing from the South
her comwmerce, and turning her, av it wers, Inbe
a mere agent for advancing Northern intoresbs.
The preduetions of the great West, which once rolied
down the waters of the Ohio and Mississlppi, enriching
the Bouthern cities, is now borue ulong the northern bers
ders of our nation, aund this Westera portion of our Uniem
now empties its golden harvest into the American metre-
polis, New York. This revolution has beea nffected with-
in & short period by the Northern railroads, which have,
84 it wore, tapped the great Northwest, sod to-day the
amount of freight earried, and the price charged for [te
transportation through the Western rivers, ia nearly ons
hundred per cent leds than it waa five years age.

The imgortations of our country, under existing af-
{nirs, are nlso no less advanisgeous to the North tham
the centralization of its exportations. New York bolag
ths national commercial depot, deagra to her wharves the
great bulk of foreign products, aul from her the Weset
and South have bLeen compelled to receive thess pee-
ducts, psying upon them importers’ profits, jobbers' pre-
fita, double shipping, storage, and other iscidentsl sx-
pensos; 50 that the retall merchants connot afford te sell
8t o less rate than one hundred per cemt over the origi-
nal cost of the importer, and realize a proft. It is eeti-
mated that no less & sum than twenty millions would be
saved 1o Southern comsumers by a system of direct trade.
These superior facilivies of the North cunsequently rob
the SBouth of its capital, which is absorbed by the Nerth,
and ip addition, Nerthern banking capital realisesa profé
four or five times greater than Southern. New York and
the North are consequently growing richer, and the South
becoming more and more Ler dependent.

Another of the great canses which, i connection with
the foregcing, has called the South to the defence of
ber interests, is Northern abolitionism. Whlle she hna
looked upon their gradua! iznovasion upon her trada,
swaliowing up the very fountain of her wealth, soe has
alen bebeld mseocinted with it attacks upon her private
mstitutions, while even the sanctity of ker lows, and the
reapect due her as belongiog to the same geeat common-
wealth with the North, have oot been eufficient to rendes
the property of her'citizens safe against the schomes of
Northern fauatics. Under thess circumstanses, it only
rewning for the South to develops hur own powrer and pe-
souroes, and to relieve hersclf of ber growing dependency
upon the Northern States, With this end in view this Com-
veution now assembles; and by a concertof ae'in smong
the 3utheru States, they intecd to reap the rich harvest
of Industry avd ioterprise, and render themaelvos com-
mercially, fivanciully and socially indepenient. What
wenns shall be ewployed to_necimplisk this ead, is new
1be question which the Convention is to deeide. 1t ia the
opinion of scme that it will have no immediate pracoal
result, but its effect will be morely to pud the ball im
motion for the future developement of the power of the
South. Baot by far the largest majority of the delegntes
to chis Convention think that it will effect an lmmediste
revolution in the trade of the whoie country, and not
ouly benefit the South by the measures the Coaveation
will ndopt, but the whole Upion. The ons grand objeck
which the Convention will strive to effect, and which
it is thought will create this almost Immediate ravola-
tion, is the building of the Pacifie railway. All other
objects are copsiiered subssyvient to this, or ae s na.
tural consequence, in the event of the eovspmation of
this one grand wotianal schieme. A proposition will be
made in the Convention, to device some means ts snable
the Texns Central Bailroad, of which General Memus
can Hunt of Texas is President, acd the Ion., R.J.
Walker, Vice President, to conatruct their road, the com-
pletion of which will eonnect Charleston on the Atlantie
und San Francisco on the Pacifie, with a direot trans. conti-
vent railway, The reasoms which will be urged im the
Convertion in support of this messure have nsver be-
fore this been made publie. It is stated that the credik

belongs to General Hunt of being the originator of this
grand scheme. Upon s survey of the map delineating
